ocratic National convention here this afternoon. 


His nomination was accomplished on the 103rd ballot ending the most ex 


tended deadlock that ever existed in any major political convention. 
It came 


only four ballots after the withdrawal of the deadlocking pair, McAdoo an<' 
Smith. The West Virginian was really challenged seriously by but one candi- 
date, following the McAdoo-Smith retirement—Senator Oscar W. Underwood, 
of Alabama—they had a short brush for a few ballots but the great secondary 
strength that the West Virginian has always had in the convention came to the 
surface rapidly when called for and Underwood was easily distanced. 


The band wagon for Davis started with the 103rd ballot. As the roll call 


proceeded down the line of States and the Davis strength began to become 
more and more apparent, state after state fell into line until at the end he had 
a majority-—the first time in 103 ballots that any candidate ever had crossed thp 
majority line. 


From tbat point the convention became a procession of state chairmen 


seeking to change votes that had been cast against the West Virginian. 


Underwood Made Spurt 


George E. Brennan the Illinois boss, sat with a 


pencil and paper as the roll call proceeded. He had 
thrown the old Smith following to Underwood for 
three ballots—in return for the aid and support Un- 
derwood had given the anti-Klan faction in the con- 
vention. 


Brennan and his allies had voted for Underwood

Whether or not Italy's Premier is guilty of 


knowledge of the murder of Matteoli, he is suffering 
the penalty in the loss of popular favor in Italy which 
is incurred by all those who try to attain a political 
end without taking cognizance of the law. 
The ac- 


tion of Dumini who is held for grilling for a possible 
connection with the crime is peculiar to say the least. 
His nonchalance is taken as an indication by many, 
including the family of the murdered Matteoli, that 
he is confident that someone "higher up" will rescue 
him from the fate which would be his should he be 
found guilty. 


Sometimes progress seems slow by way of law 


but it is the only way in which to progress if the rights 
and liberties of all are to be maintained. 
The man 


who "takes the law into his own hands," who tries to 
mete out punishment, or do away with obstructions 
in his own way will in the end outrage people's sense 
of justice. Furthermore, even if Mussolini is not 
guilty of protecting the murderers of Matteoli in ] 
any way by his harsh actions, and indifference to the 
majesty of the law he has laid himself open for just 
such suspicions as are now falling upon him. Few 
should sympathize with him ,and few will. By his 
actions, by his brandishing, in a braggadocian man" 
ner, of the fasces he has laid himself open to just 
such charges as the outraged people of Italy are now 
heaping upon him. Eleven murders have been com- 
mitted since the Fascisti movement. That should bp 
sufficient indictment against the movement since in 
no case was the murderer apprehended, unless the 
daredevil Dumini proves to be the criminal. It is 
only a matter of time until Mussolini will topple and 
fall from his high office. 
His flaunting of law and 


order has been a hollow mockery.

Tou want maximum 
conveniences and comfort* within 
minimum, !pactf In order to sa\e 
money. 


Some Important Points 


Such things as room, arrange- 


ments, location of Btaira, doorwayi, 
windows, steps and labor saving de- 
vices are far more important In 
planning >our home than accesso- 
ries, or frllla and fancies. 


Homes are grrowine smaller, not 


only because of present day build- 
ing costs, but for the further and 
no less important reason, that they 
ar« easier to maintain and ke«p up. 
Compactness la the present day rule. 
This does not mean >our home needs 
to toe dull or dreary. It does mean, 
however, that planning of a smaller 
home, to eliminate waate and -pro- 
vide all the conveniences moat peo- 
ple demand, Is not a job for an ama- 
teur planner.

midpoint of the attic. Include open 
porchei at half their contents and 
closed porches at their full measure. 
Disregard bay windtwa, cornices, 
chimney stacks, a.nd th» like. 
The 


cubic contents method is very satis- 
factory in computing tho cost of 
large buildings. For small homes 10 
many different elements enter into 
the cost that this process is not a 
reliable one. Tlie only way to find 
out how much your houte will co*t 
if to get a complete set of plans and 
specifications, and, have contractora 
figure on it.
